3. Claims 1 and 3-7 (renumbered claims 1 and 2-6) are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance for 
independent claim 1. Claim 1 was amended to include limitations of objected claim 2, 
wherein the storage unit is a dictionary memory provided for each language of 
characters to be recognized, said memory stores, as said second information, 
information concerning an operating frequency and said control module calculates an 
optimum operating frequency based On said second information and controls said 
power management unit. These features in combination with other features are not 
taught in the prior art. Claims 3-7 depend on claim 1 . Therefore are also allowable.
